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MOTHER  M.  EVELINE,  OP. 

It  is  most  fitting  that  SPIRES  should  give  tribute  to  the  memory  of  a  great  woman  who  for  many 
years  was  close  to  Catholic  Central,  and  for  some  of  those  years  served  as  its  head. 

On  September  21,  1958,  death  came  to  Mother  M.  Eveline  Mackey,  O.P.,  at  the  Motherhouse  at 
Marywood;  on  September  24  her  Requiem  Mass  of  burial  was  read  by  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese. 
Thus  ended  the  earthly  life  of  a  woman  who  had  given  sixty-eight  years  of  devoted  accomplishment 
and  achievement  to  the  service  of  God.  Endowed  by  her  Creator  with  significant  abilities,  she  used 
those  abilities  extraordinarily  well  in  His  service.  Possessed  of  a  fine  native  mind,  she  grew  into  an 
excellent  teacher,  a  sound  educator,  an  administrator  with  vision;  and  because  of  her  quality  of  lead- 
ership she  was  chosen  to  head  her  community  for  nine  trying  years.  During  her  tenure  of  office  she 
worked  closely  with  the  bishops  and  priests  of  the  dioceses  of  Grand  Rapids  and  Saginaw  to  build 
and  expand  good  Catholic  educational  facilities. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  know  Mother  Eveline  for  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  through  my  association 
with  her  I  came  to  know  her  for  what  she  was  —  an  able  administrator,  a  woman  of  culture  and  re- 
finement, a  deeply  understanding  and  forgiving  person;  a  truly  devoted  daughter  of  Saint  Dominic; 
and  a  warm,  noble  and  kind  friend.    May  her  good  soul  rest  in   peace.

On  September  14,  1958,  after  a  short  illness,  Sister 
Mary  Thaddea  was  called  to  her  heavenly  reward.  Born 
in  Chicago  in  1885,  she  began  her  teaching  career  as 
a  School  Sister  of  Notre  Dame  in  1906.  Before  coming 
to  Grand  Rapids  she  taught  at  various  schools  in  Chicago 
and  was  at  one  time  the  principal  of  Saint  Stanislaus 
Kostka   High   School   there. 

We  remember  Sister  Thaddea,  however,  because 
eleven  of  her  fifty-two  years  in  God's  service  were  spent 
at  West  Catholic,  where  she  taught  Religion,  Mathematics, 
and  World  History.  Though  her  courses  were  difficult,  the 
knowledge  and  self-discipline  infused  within  us  by  her 
firm  yet  gentle  manner  will  remain  as  a  living  memorial 
to  her  in  the  hearts  of  the  hundreds  of  fortunate  students 
who  were  her  "children." 


On  October  25,  1958,  the  vigil  of  the  Feast  of  Christ 
the  King,  Sister  Mary  Zita  O.P.  joined  Sister  Thaddea  in 
heaven.  Sixteen  of  her  fifty  years  as  a  servant  of  God 
were  spent  at  Catholic  Central  teaching  Religion  and 
English. 

Beneath  her  strict  exterior,  the  understanding  and 
sympathy  she  extended  to  all  her  students  made  her  their 
friend  as  well  as  their  teacher.  Her  enthusiasm  and  love 
of  work  influenced  her  students  to  work  hard.  Being  the 
excellent  teacher  that  she  was,  her  success  can  be  meas- 
ured by  the  countless  number  of  young  men  and  women 
who  emerged  from  her  courses  with  a  much  greater 
appreciation  and  knowledge  of  English,  and  who  were 
much   better  people  for  having   known  her.
